It waa n horrible sight. Tbe explosion 
bod tom a hole 2UII feet long and eighty 
feet wide over a spot were tbe eight 
trucks of dynamite stood bat a few min¬ 
ute# before. The whole of that quarter 
of Johannesburg was literally torn to 
pieces. The effect of the explosion will 
be seen over a radius of a mile. Al¬ 
most everything within half a mile of 
the spot where th»* death-laden trucks 
had beeu shunted for the night, wns 
raxed to the ground, enmhed by the dy¬ 
namite beyond miemption. The iron 
work was twisted ami tom. stores de¬ 
stroyed and brick work pulverised. 

On Hie ground were blackened heaps of 
human remains, limits, head*, trunk*, 
scorched and torn, all that waa left of 
what but a short time before were hap- 
py, healthy buimui beings. Here and 
there, also, ,verc charred remains of 
horses and mull's: fragments of almost 
everything mixed

If 
Sir Charles dkl not withdraw or the 
challenge wen not ncct*pt**d. Mr. Davies 
said lie would formally move for the 
appointment of n committee to Investi¬ 
gate the wh«*l** matter. In order to

^ Imd to move the adjournment of the 
W ilouse. With that motion before it. the 
J ' house tnlke*! for an hour about the 
Cape Breton campaign. 

Mr Dickey at once repli*xl. Whnt 
means had Mr. Davies of knowing of 
the truth or falsity of the statement? 
How could that member, in Ottawa, 
have personal knowledge of what was 
going on In Halifax? And yet Mr. Da¬ 
vies hud pledged his personal honor, 
wba'erer thnt might lie wotth, that th** 
charges of Hir Charles were not true. 
The tqteaker promptly called Mr. Dickey 
to order, and the latter withdrew the 
remark re*|>ectlng Mr. Davies' honor.

In these and many other wnys it bn* 
occasioned great public aud private in¬ 
jury, all of which evil* must continue 
to grow in Intenaity as long as tbc pre¬ 
sent tariff system remains in force. 

Thnt tie* highest interests of Canada 
demand the removnl of this obstacle to 
our country’s progress, by the adoption 
of a sound fiscal policy, which, while 
not doing injustice to any class, will 
promote domestic and foreign trade, 
and hnatrn the return of prosperity to 
our people. 

Thnt to thnt end. the tariff should b'’ 
reduced to the needs of honest, econo¬ 
mics! nnd efficient governun-nt; 

That it should be so adjusted ns to 
make free, or to bear as lightly as pos¬ 
sible upon, the necessaries of life, and 
should be so Arranged ns to promote 
freer trade with the whole world, more 
particularly with Great Britain and the 
United States. 

We believe that the results of the pro¬ 
tective system have grievously disap¬ 
pointed thousands of people who hon¬ 
estly supported it. nod that the coun¬ 
try, in the light of experience, is now 
prepared to d«ch*re for a sound floor!

latches ' or “gift feasts" by the Indian*. 
The missionaries maintain that such 
feasts tend to keep the Indians in tha. 
savage state to whieh they were tailed 
and that while enjoying the pleasures 
and delights of the potlatch they nr 
less amenable to the teachings of tha 
Christian church. Last fail the differ 
ent Indian tribe* were notified by the 
department that the penal clauses of the 
act would !»• . ntori-ed in the event of 
their Indulging In any more potlatch®*. 
The authorities in the vicinity of tin 
XnuH were energetic in the enforcement 
of the new law, and matters were 
brought to a crisis about a month ago 
when the Indians undertook to hold a 
(►at latch near the residence of the Rev. 
Mr. McGulhttign. The reverend gentle 
man is also a justice of the pence, and 
he promptly summoned six of these dar 
ing Naas Indians, including the head 
chief.
